EXHIBITION OF THE HOLY COAT, 


Thousands of Pilgrims Hurrying to Treves 
to See the Holy Relic. 

Buntax, Aug. 20.—The garment known as 
the holy coat was exposed to view this morn- 
ing in the cathedral at Treves. The Knights 
of Malta in full costume, with drawn swords 
in their hands, stood on either side of the 
shrine inclosing the holy coat case, which was 
surrounded by tall hghted candles and was 
surmounted by a large gold cross. There was 
an impressive scene in the sanctuary, over 100 
priests assisting in the ceremonies, which were 
grand in the extreme. 

Bishop Korum during the course of his ad- 
dress to the assembled multitude earnestly 
urged the faithful to unite in venerating the 
garment from which power and virtue pro- 
ceed. The nave of the cathedral was then 
cleared so as to enable the municipal authori- 
ties and the parochial societies to march up to 
— shrine of the holy coat and venerate that 

ic. 

The unveiling of the relic evidently made a 
deeply devotional impression on the crowd of 
worshipers. Many were overpowered by 
their feelings. Several women fainted. There 
was a general movement of the crowd, | 
prompted by curiosity as well as religious 
fervor. The procession past the shrine of the 
pilgrims, most of whom handed a 
rosary or crucifix to the attendant priests 
for contact with the relic, was accom- 
panied by allow hum of paternosters and aves. 
Among the pilgrims are aged cripples and 
sufferers from almost every complaint. Out- 
side the cathedral there was a busy scene, to 
‘which processions with banners and music, 
throngs of visitors and venders of photographs, 
rosaries, and images, who had a thriving trade, 
all contributed. are on the way 
here. 

Much comment has oeen caused by tne re- 


spiritual significance of the holy coat as being 
a seamless vesture and as being a symbol of 
the unity of che Catholic chyrch. There were 
many Roman Catholic members of the Reichs- 
tag present, and it is said that the Bishop par- 
addressed his remarks to these members. 

The holy coat is visible in the body of the 
cathedral, and is much more plainly seen than 
upon the former occasion of its exhibition. 
The old silken covering being almost entirely 
worn away, it appeared today to be ofa 
browish yellow color. a 

The first solemn exhibition of the holy coat 
took ‘place in 1196, when it was placed under 
the new altar. There it rested till 1511, when 
the Emperor Maximilian urgently wished it 
to be exhibited, which was done in that 
year. Pope Leo X. about this time promised 
indulgence to all who made the pilgrim- 
age to Treves. Then in the years 1531, 
1545, 1553, 1585, 1594, and 1635 it was 
also shown. “Towards the end of the Seven- 
teenth century, when the French, under Louis 
XIV., invaded Germany, the precious relic 
was hidden in the fortress of Ehrenbreitstein. 
There, in 1725, the elector of Cologne was 
allowed to see it. In Ehrenbreitstein the coat 
was kept till after the Seven Years’ War. After 
the last exhibition there in 1765 it was brought 
back to Treves, but a few years later it had to 
be removed into the interior of Germany, 
when Napoleon I. invaded the country. 

At last, in 1810, another solemn exhibition 
took place in Treves. Napoleon I. permitted 
it, but he expressly forbade miracles to be 
perfermed on this occasion. Yet the report 
of Vicar General Condel about the exhi- 
bition in the year 1810 says that Gouty pa- 
tients who were wheeled up walked away’ 
alone. The rulors of 1844 were more tolerant, 
and therefore numerous miracles were re- 
ported. The Treves newspapers of that date 
are full of accounts of miracles which took 
place at the exhibition of 1844, The greatest . 
sensation was caused by the healing of the 
young Countess of Droste-Vischermg. 

At 10 o' clock tonight pilgrims were still fil- 
ing in to behold the relic, and an eager throng 
was besieging the doors of the cathedral. The 
police had some trouble to preserve order. 
The whole town is in a commotion. Pick- 
pockets are rampant and several have been 
arrested. A stylishly dressed old woman was 
robbed of 300 marks today. 


EX-SENATOR SABIN STOLE A MARCH. 


Minnesota Friends of Mr. Washburn’s Pre- 
decessor Surprised at His Marriage. 

Sr. Paun, Minn,, Aug. 20.— Special.] The 
announcement of the marriage of ex-Senator 
Sabin to Mrs. Jessie L. Swan at Long Branch, 
N. J., created surprise in Minnesota. Mr. 
Sabin left Stillwater Aug. 4 with his two 
adopted daughters, but he did not intimate 
that he intended being married. It was not 
even known that he was paying attention to 
any one. Mrs. Swan is the widow of William 
Swan, formerly General Freight Agent of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road. Her 
home is in Milwaukee. A few weeks after his 
defeat by Senator Washburn in the winter of 
1889 quite a scandal arose over the separation 
of Senator Sabin and his wife at Washington.

Political Troubles in the Wisconsin Uni- 
versity Lead te a Resignation. 

Manison, Wis., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—The 
University of Wisconsin has been dragged 
into the pool of politics by certain members 
of the Democratic administration and by the 
leading Democratic papérs of the State to an 
alarming extent.

This recognition of the fact that Mr. Biaine 
has “opened commercial gates heretofore 
barred, coming as it does from a State whose 
Congressional representatives were not friendly 
to his great ideas when he laid them before 
the Committee on Ways and Means, will give 
him more pleasuré than any resolution in- 
dorsing him for the Presidency. He knows 
how Pennsylvanians feel regarding him with- 
out their proclaiming it officially. 

The finance plank reads thus: 

We favor bimetallism so regulated as to allow 
free coinage of all the gold and silver produced 
from American mines, and so guarded by tariff 
duties as to protect our country and its currency 
from the debasement which will surely follow if 
this Nation is made the dumping ground for the 
silver of the worid. 

The Pennsylvania Republicans are quick 
enough to see that that kind of free coinage of 
silver which would make this country the 
dumping-ground”’ of the masses of coined 
silver of Europe, and of the hoards of Asia 
and the output of South America would be de- 
structive of oimetalliem and of all their inter- 
ests. It would derange their industmes, rob 
the depositors in their banks and other credit- 
ors, and cut down the purchasing power of the 
wages of labor. But they do not seem to see 
the unwisdom of the limited kind of free coin- 
age they recommend. The present legislation 
on the silver question has furnished a market 
for the American product of silver. The man 
who mines it knows that he can sell it and get 


for it a pries higher than he could were the 


United States to stop buying silver. The pur- 
chase by this country of four and a half mill- 
ion Ounces a.month is his protection. 

The Pennsylvania proposition is that the 
United States shall pay him $1.29 an ounce 
for something the present market price of 
which is but 99 cents—that he may take to the 
mint 37144 grains of silver, worth 76.56 cents 
in gold, and get for them a silver dollar, or 
that he shall be paid a bounty of 30 cents on 
every oynce of silver he produces. The stim- 
ulus of such a bounty would be enormous. 
Hitherto the government has gained the dif- 
ference between the bullion and the legal 
tender value of the coined silver. It is sug- 
gested now that it be given to the mine own- 
ers. They are not entitled to it and cannot 
have it. This plank of the platform was evi- 
dently hastily and unthinking!y drafted, and 
a little reflection will satisfy those who drew 
it of its errors. It s an attempt to carry the 
tariff ideas of Pennsylvania into a field where 
they do not belong. 

ABSURD DEMANDS OF NEBRASKA “INDE- 
PENDENTS.” 

The “ Independents of Nebraska have held 
their State convention and adopted a plat- 
form, of which the foliowing is a summary: 


The platform indorses the Cincinnati docu- 
ment; pronounces in favor of the abolition of 


backs therefor; advocates government loans to 
private individuals; calls for free and unlimited 
coinage of silver; government control of rail- 
roads, steamship lines, telegraph, and telephones ; 
condemns for extravagance in other 
lines aud failure to provide for old soldiers; de- 
mancs service pensions and pensions for all pris- 
oners of war; also equal distribution of soldiers’ 
bounties and 


It is questionable whether as many absurd 
and contradictory propositions ever were piled 
up in one document. “The free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver” is insisted on, so that 
debtors may get rid of the payment of a quar- 
ter of what they owe and yet hold on to the 
lands or goods. In the same breath a demand 
is made that the government shall make loans 
to private individuals, that it shall issue shin- 
plasters by the million, taking farms and 
crops as security. With the aid of that scrip 
debtors could swindle their creditors out of 
all they owe them by going through the form 
of paying them off with this worthless trash, 


and would retain the possession of the mort- 


gaged lands or goods.

There 
would be a constant call on Congress to build 
new railroads, run new steamship lines, and 
put up more telegraph and telephone wires. 
Every section of the country would clamor for 
its share. The log-roller would be in his glory, 
and the annual Railroad, Steamship, and Tel- 
egraph Appropriation bill would leave the 
most extravagant of River and Harbor bills 
far in the rear. 15 


A BAD 0 K FOR ITALY. 

According to the dispatches the finances of 
[taiy are in bad shape. The deficit for the 
last fiscal year was $18,000,000, and this follows 
on the heels of similar excesses of expenses 
over receipts during previous years. Bonds 
are falling and gold is going up, commanding 
a premium of from 1 to 2 per cent over paper 
money. The government is talking of eco- 
nomic reforms which, it says, will reduce ex- 
penditures below the receipts, but it does not 
promise that it will carry out the only reforms 
which will be of any real use. 

With a debt of over two billions and a heavy 
floating debt, and having to pay more than a 
hundred millions a year, or nearly a third of 
the revenues, for interest, Italy has been keeping 
up a great standing army and trying to build up 
a powerful navy. It has been associating with 
Germany and Austria, and has been endeavor- 
ing to live as expensively and put on as much 
style as they do without having the means to 
do it with. It has paid heavily for its admis- 
sion into the Dreibund. The Crispi ministry 
war overthrown partly because of the crush- 
ing expense of his policy, but the Rudini ad- 
ministration does not appear to have departed 
from the ideas of its predecessor. 

The natural trade ally of Italy is France. 
But a few years ago the commercial treaty be- 
tween the two countries was allowed to expire, 
and since then Italian exports to France have 
fallen off greatly and an equaily good market 
has not been discovered. Considerable has 
been said of late of the. commercial alliance 
to be formed between Italy, Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Switzerland; The latter has refused 
to come in. That will not stop the other pow. 
ers from carrying out their plans, but the ad- 
vantages which Italy will gain will not equal 
those it loses by its estrangement from 
France. : 

The proper thing for Italy to do is to aban- 
don warlike notions, which are leading it 
straight into the gulf of bankruptcy, to lessen 
its army, to cease buying armored vessels, and 
to economize in every way, and do everything 
in its power to prevent the present slight gap 
between its paper and coin from widening. 
The United States is interested directly in this 
matter, for if there is a smashup in Italy the 
number of persons anxious to get out of that 
country will be increased, and about all of 
them will head for here. The Italian immi- 
gration is quite large enough now, and no one 
wishes to see it swollen beyond its present size. 


PITTSBURG IRON WORKERS. 

A recent issue of the Iron Age contains a 
full statement of the troubles between the 
proprietors of the Vesuvius iron and nail 
works at Pittsburg and their employés, par- 
ticularly those working in the plate mill. The 
wages asked by the latter were claimed to be 
entirely too high, and for that reason the em- 
ployers refused to sign the Amalgamated As- 
sociation scale. The firm insisted that it was 
unable to pay the wages named, and rather 
than consent to do so would start up the plant 
with non-union men, but was willing to sign 
the whole scale if wages in the plate and tank 
mill were reduced to what it believed to be a 
fair figure. The present scale was adopted 
when the output of a mill was about ten tons 
to the turn, while owing to improved 
machinery, etc., the present output is 
thirty to forty-five tons, this increased 
tonnage being turned dut with little or no ex- 
tra labor and in about the same time as some 
years ago. In consequence of this the roller 
in the plate mill (one Operative) was paid last 
year $10,294, which the firm says is more than 
was made by thecompany on this mill, with 
all expenses, breaks, risks, and losses. One 
employé received more than was made by the 
firm. The question was asked, Is it not al- 
most time for the firm to take the roller’s job 
and give him the mill?’ It was further shown 
that this roller in the plate mill made over 
three times as much as the rolier in the nail 
mill or the bar mill, six times as much as the 
muck roller, and almost seven times as 
much as was made by the best puddlers. 
The inferior hands in the plate mill also re- 
ceived much more than corresponding workers 
in other positions requiring no more skill or 
exertion. The firm replies tothe statement 
that other mills are satisfied with the scale 
by saying that they are not satisfied, but are 
able to pay it because they make something 
else besides common iron, and when they do 
not make money on common stuff they have 
other grades to help them through. 

Several conferences have been held be- 
tween the employers and the men, and it was 
thought at one time there was a fair prospect 
for an amicable settlement. But the latest 
news is that the firm has determined to 
operate the entire mill non-union. Fires were 
lighted under two puddling furnaces Tuesday 
morning, apparently for the purpose of seeing 
if they were in working order, and it is sand 
that nearly enough applications have been re- 
ceived to enable the idle portion of the works 
to resume on the non-union plan. Soit seems 
probable the union workers are on the losing 
side, and by persisting in the demand for too 
much will have to seek employment elée- 
where without the hope of being able to make 
such magnificent wages at anything else to 
which they may turn their attention. It would 
seem that if the firm has stated the case ccr- 
rectly the men have only themselves to blame.

IS CORN CORNERED? 

Eighteen months ago corn was selling in 
this market at about 28 cents a bushel, and the 
average price for No. 2 during the whole of 
February and March (1890) was less than 28}¢ 
cents. Yesterday it sold at 6734 centa, and the 
grade next below that was salable at barely 
one cent diseount, The latter fact shows that 
the rise is not a speculative one, in the usual 
sense of the word, the corn being wanted by 
consumers, and reports from the East say sup- 
plies there are small, buyers having taken 
hold recently on the hand-to- mouth plan, 
each day hoping the market would break 
sharply on the willingness o untry hold- 
ers to let go when they ame satisfied 
the coming crop will be a good one, It 
seemed impossible to believe that the plenti- 
ful stocks which sent down prices the 
winter before last to the lowest point known 
in more than à duarter of a century could 
have been absorbed so that one small crop last 
year could be the occasion for a complete ex- 
haustion of supplies this fall. So a goo i many 
people in the trade have kept on selling short 
through the summer months and lost money 
by doing so. Corn comes forward no more 
rapidly than sufficient to fill the demand for 
consumption, though there was a slight in- 
crease in stocks last week due to the fact that 
new oats are plentiful and comparatively 
cheap. The latter have been bought freely 
and somewhat reduced the demand for corn, 
but even oats sold up sharply yesterday, and 
for the first time on the new crop some rather 
large purchases were made for export. 

The trade in corn is now laboring under the 
apprehension of a corner for next month. 
The selling referred to was for September de- 
livery, and while a good many of the trades 
have been evened up by the process known as 
settlement, enough of them remain open to 
cause a suspicion that there may be trouble in 
“covering” without a further decided rise in 
prices. Whether or not this will occur prob- 
ably depends on the magnitude of the receipts 
from the country within the next two or three 
weeks, Some people profess to believe they 
will be so much larger at the advance, which 
holders have been wanting for, as to negative 
the rise to 80 cents or more Which some old- 
time operators have stated to be on the pro- 
gram. Others say they have satisfied them- 
selves ths corn is not in the country, 
and therefore cannot be sent in to aid the 
shorts in escaping severe loss as a consequence 
of their temerity. Already they are heavy 
losers, and cannot cry corner.“ except with 
reference to the future, as the No. 3, whieh 
now sells nearly the same as No, 2, is not 
„regular for delivery on speculative con- 
tracts. Ordinarily when there is an artificial 
inflation of prices, due to the running of a 
corner, the price difference between the two 
grades is a wide one, and that fact has more 
than once been pleaded in justification of the 
charge of attempted extortion. If there is to 
be any such widening now it would seem the 
prospect for the shorts is not a pleasant one, 
but they will have only themselves to blame 
for the consequences of a persistent disregard 
of the facts in the situation. 


Tue discoveries of boodling in the edminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Dominion of 
Canada are succeeded by equally interesting 
discoveries of corruption in the Province of 
Quebec. The exposure of the misdeeds of the

Railway Officials Cannot Be Hampered in 
Handling the Immense Wheat Crop. 
St. Pau, Minn., Aug. 20.—[Special. |—In- 
quiry at che general offices of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern railways today de- 
velops the fact that both companies intend to 
take severe measures in regard to moving the 
crops of North Dakota. It has been de- 
cided to pay no attention whatever to the In- 
spectorg or Warehouse Commissioners, but 
wheat will de shipped without delay at the 
State boundary. A Northern Pacific official 
said in this connection: 
I do not see how we can do anything else.

nother officer of the same company said
